The Yemenis, 
disliking the prospect of subjugation by 
Egypt. rallied to their royal family 
and organized a determined guerrilla 
resistance. 

The popular resistance was so effec- 
tive that Nasser was forced to pour no 
|less than 20,000 troops into this tiny 
country, and these Egyptian forces are 
now the sole support of the puppet 
Yemeni regime, Nonetheless, the resist- 
ance has continued, leaving Nasser in

As the Algerian resistance fighters 
had bases across the Moroccan and Tuni- 
sian borders, so the Yemeni guerrillas 
have been allowed to use bases in Saudi 
Arabia. In sum, Nasser has the same 
motives for wishing to attack the Saudis 
that the French had for wishing to in- 
vade Tunisia and Morocco. 


Impressive Signs ¥ 
The signs that Nasser may yield to 
this temptation are rather impressive. 
To begin with, he has frankly told at 
least two recent American visitors that 
he intended to wind up the Yemen affair 
by “going to-the root of the matter” in 
Saudi Arabia; and he has added that his 
troops “could'be in Jidda,” the second 
Saudi capital near the sea coast, “in no 


- more than two or three days.” 


In the last fortnight, Nasser has also 
quite disproportionately increased his 
shipments-of his Soviet-provided arms 
into the Yemen. This suggests prepara- 
tions to move on the ground against the 
Saudi Arabian border oasis of Najran, 
which Egyptian planes have already 
bombed. t 


Finally, 20 tons of air-dropped Egyp- 
tian military equipment have been dis- 
covergd in the empty desert. near the 


Saudi port of Yenbo, which would be a 
logical target for an Egyptian landing 
preparatory to a move on: Jidda. This 
air drop of arms in the Arabian Desert 
is still inadequately explained, but it has 
the look, at least, of being intended to 
prepare for & landing. 

Nasser's threat to invade Saudi 
Arabia puts a term of sorts, or at least 
ought to put a term, to what*can only 
be called a Chester Bowles chapter of 
American diplomacy. The chapter began 
with Bowles’s selection of an eminent 
Middle Eastern do-gooder, John Badeau, 
as ambassador to.Cairo, Badeau at énce 
set about making warm friends with the 
Egyptian dictator, who has never falled 
to bite the hand that fed him. 


Policy Adopted 


Badeau's be-nice-to-Nasser policy was 
also adopted by the assistant secretary 
of state for the Middle East, Philip 
Talbot, who is another of Bowles’s ap- 
pointees. One result was the American 
decision to recognize the Egyptians’ 
Puppet regime in the Yemen, on the 
basis of a cynically false promise by 
Nasser to withdraw his troops if recog- 
nition were extended.
